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evident that, with the completion of the 
Canton-Hankow railway, and the pacifica- 
tion of the Southern provinces of China, 
Kowloon is destined to become a populous 
and prosperous city. That these two im- 
portant towns should remain for ever 
sepirated by a stretch of water not more 
than a mile wide at its narrowest part 
is, in these strenuous times, obviously out 
of tho question. It ix quite unthinkable 
that, as the two sides develop, our succes

Under such circumsteunces this seems to 
be a suitable time to recall to the memory 
of residents tho scheme for a bridge across 
the harbour which was first suggested by 
Qaptain Murray Rumsey, R.N., some years 
ogo. At that time the idea waa reoeived 
rather aa in the nature of a good joke, 
but the time bas come when it may well 
bo taken into consideration a8 a “serious 
business proposition. ; :

in this article even to suggest what it 
might be, but with a great commercial 
future before it, involving vast imperial 
interests, almost any figure might bo met 
and cxamined with equanimity, The 
bridge should provide o roadway for 
electric trams and for.motor and ricsha 
traffic, as wel] as . way—perhaps, a 
covered way—for foot passengers. 

If such a bridge were constructed ‘the 
problem of preparing well-arranged

the city of Victoria, which will probably 
always remain tho hub of commercial 
activity in the colony. It is, perbaps, un- 
necessary to divell upon further obvious 
advantages of the scheme to the com- 
munity, and to classes other than the 
purely industrial ones, by bringing the 
banks, shipping offices, Government De- 
partments, otc., within easy reach of all. 

Bome development in the direction of 
providing houses for the working classer 
has alrendy been undertaken at Yaumati, 
and in its neighbourhood; but so long 


as thig district is separated from Hong- 


kong by the harbour, and access thereto 
can only be obtained by slow, inter- 
mittent, and expensive ferry. services, 
the movement can nover ‘bo wholly suc- 
cessful. It would bo othorwiso if cloctric 
trams from Cheung She Wan on the west 
and Kowloon Bay on tho eaat converged 
upon Kowloon Point, and by means of 
a bridge delivered their passongors at 
Pedder Streot, where they would connect 


with the oxisting tramway servica on this 
side of the harbour. 


Tho attached sketch plan is only intend+ 
ed to provoko interest in the matior and 
to illustrate tha above remarks, and is 
not to be taken ag a serious contribution 
+o the study of the question from a techai- 
cal point of view, or na a considered 
opinion as to tho form that a bridge cross. 
ing the harbour should actually take. 
It is evident that in these respects the 
requirement of the shipping and dock~ 
ing companies would have to be very care. 
fully studied and their interests very 
strictly conserved.

His Excollency ‘the Officer Administer- 
ing the .Govornment informs us that 
ho has received o telegram from the 
Secretary, of State for tho Colonics 
intimating that His Majesty the King has 
been graciously pleased to confor tho 
honour of Knight Bachelor on Mr. Wei 
A. Yuk, CMG. 

Bir Boshan Wei Yuk, as he will now 
be nnown, was'horn in Hongkong in the 
year 1849, His father, tho late Mr. Wei 
Awong, Was foriierly compradore to the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of Lidia tn. 
Hongkeng. After being for some tint: aL 
the Government Central Scheo] 


Queen's Gollego), he proceeded tu 
taad su 186s udu, dater being 
tne Leicester Stoucygats School, he went 
du Sculiand in 1608, and sludied tor tour 
years at ine well-known Doilar Academy. 
Sir pvshan was one of the fr. Chinese 
ta go abroad ror w» Western .uucgtion, 
ana on me return vw the Hast ws 1872 he 
entered the service of the Ghart. red Mer 
chntile Bank ut Lodia (now Lhe Mercantile 
Bank of india, Ausuraiia and CLina), Un 
tho death of mis tather in 16.J, he tovx 
up the position of compradure, and father 
aud son have now served! the Bank since 
it was Just Opened fifty-three years ago. 
in tuo your lod} ne was uppoinied a 
Justice of the Peace, and in 1996 became 
an unothcial mompber of the Legislarive’ 
couneil., He bas re-appointed far a fur- 
ther term of s1x years in 102, and again 
am 1908, and only retired at the end ot 
4917 alter twenty-one yeurs service. He 
fas served for many years on the Com- 
mittees of various public bodies in tho 
Colony. He was associated with the 
official prociamation of ‘the Accession of 
His late Majesty King Edward VII.

Sir Boshan Wei Yuk was chairman of 
the ‘ung Wah Hospital during the years 
1881-83 and 1888-90, and has been a per- 
Manent ‘Member of the Committee of the 
Po Lung Kuk for tho protection of 
destitute "women and children (of which 
he was one of the founders) since 1803, and 
a permehent member of the Hongkong 
District Watchmen’s Committee (which 
was founded at his suggestion) since 1898. 
He has algo served on all the Commissions 
appointed by the Government, since the 
commencement of his eublic career, to 
enguire-into matters affecting the Chinese. 

8 a conscientious worker on behalf of 
the .Chinese community of Hongkong, 
eas been resident for 45 years, 
9 who hos done much to pro- 
resent good rolations existing 
wear the Govertinient and’ the’ Chinese, 
Sir’ Boshin’s namo deserves, to be specially 
remembered. On many occasions he haa 
been of valuable service to the authorities, 
and his counsel haa been largely instru- 
mental, notably when riots and strikes 
have occurred ‘during the past quarter of 
a century, in sottling matters before, the; 
aasuined, the gerious proportions hich 
they threattned to assume in doveral 
inatances. For his work in. connection 
with tho plague epidemio of 1894, the 
general public presented him with a gold 
fared one ter of thenke. 
bout years ago the new Knight 
advised the opastruction of a railway from 
Kowloon to Canton and thence to Peking. 
He spent large sums of money in further- 
anco of the scheme, which failed at that 
time, owing to the obstacles placed in the 
way by Chineao officials, who strenuously 
opposed the ‘introduction of any new- 
fangled ideas from tho, West. 

It is not generally known that the new 

Knight was’ instrumental in establishing 
and ‘good order at Canton during tho. 
revolution of 1911. In recognition of his 
serviecs in that connection the late Pre- 
sident Yuan Shib-kai bestowed -on him 
‘Yhe Third Glass Order of ‘Chao Ho.” 
The next “year, after the second 
revolution, he was | offered, “by , Pro- 
aident Yuan, tho Civil Governorahip of 
the Kwangtung Province, but declined it. 
In 1908 Bir Boshan Wei Yuk was 


[created 1 Companion of the Most Distin- 
[guished Order of St. Michael and St. 


George, Recently he was honoured by 
King Gustav :-V. of Sweden with-~tho 
Swedish Order of Wasa (First Class). 
‘The knighthood which he has now receiy- 
od at the hands of H.M. King George 
will be a source of pleasure, not only to 
tho. Chinese community, by ‘whom he is 
deservedly honoured and’ respected; but 
also by hie’ numerous frionds ‘among the 
other joommunities, to whom “Sir Boshan 
hos ondeared himself by his geniality and 
his aver-ready sympathy, with all those 
in thono in’ need of help or advice.
